WAR-BLINDED IRISHMEN 
ENTERTAINED. 


, Forty-five. war-blinded Irishmen were the 
guests. at the St. Dunstan’s After-Care Re- 
union, which tovk place yesterday afternoon 
in dury’s Hotel, Dabiin, They represented 
every type of war-blinded man trained by this 
organisation. 

espite their physical disabilities the men 
thoroughly enjoyed their lunch and the enter- 
tainment, arranged by Mrs. Martin Atock, 
during the afternoon. 

“ Many of these men only meet each other 
at the reunions,’ said Mr. W. H. Ottaway, 
manager of the After-Care Department of St. 
Dunstan's, “' but they never lose the feeling of 
friendship inspired by a common service and 
a common sacrifice. None of them will ever 
forget the old days at St. Dunstan’s when 
they ‘ learned how to be blind,’ and, in addi- 
tion. when rg * discovered that the really 
good things of life—work and friendship and 
the spirit of independence—were not lost to 
them for ever because they were blind. 

“ A great deal of their self-confidence, of 
course, is due"to the knowledge that they have 
St. Dunstan’s behind them all the time. They 
have never been let down yet, and they know 
that it is not likely that they will be let 
down, if St. Dunstan’s can help it. 
the great advantages of these reunions is that 
I can have a chat with each man and find out 
just how things are going with him and 
exactly what assistance he needs.”’

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MR. MACDONALD’S STATEMENT. 


Mr. Macdonald's statement was *s 
follows :— 

My conversations with President Roose- 
velt during the four days I Was in 
Washington followed exactly on the dines 
which I indicated to the House during the 
debate on the adjournment on the 15th 
of last month. I was anxious, first of ali, 
to ascertain the President’s views upon 
the calling of an Economic Conference, 
and, finding that we were in agreement, 
and subsequently that M. Herriot shared 
our opinion, we communicated with. the 
Organising Committee, and June 12th has 
been fixed for the opening of the Confer- 
ence. | 
We discussed in some detail the subjects 
which were to be brought up at the Con- 
ference. These included questions of 
tariffs, quotas, exchange controls and 
stability in national currencies. A tariff 
truce during the sittings of the Conference 
was also considered. Our purpose was to 
ascertain, by intimate discussions, what 
the prospects were of co-operation—not ot 
coming to a definite agreement. We both 
shared “the view that our” reSpective 
countries sliould enter the Conference, 
which is now to meet so soon, with hands 
completely untied. 

The result of these exchanges of views 
and examinations of problems was most 
encouraging. In view of the controversy 
which has arisen with reference to. the 
suggestions for a tariff truce I had better 
say that I felt it my duty to point out 
how different is the position of a country 
like our own from that of countries which 
are high tariff countries, with policies for 
economic defence already fully worked »ut 
and in operation. I welcomed the idea of a 
truce during the period of the Conference, 
but I made it plain that its application 
would have to be subject to safeguards 
which these differences in our position 
shá bi This was considered to be reason- 
Adie, 


DISARMAMENT. 


I took the opportunity of giving to the 
President a full account of British policy 
on disarmament, and as a result of our 
discussion we reached common views which 
are reflected in the effective co-operation 
between the British and American dele- 
gates in support of the draft convention 
now before the Disarmament Conference 
at Geneva. 

We also discussed the question of debts, 


and frankly examined the problem in-all | 


its aspects. These exchauges of views 
brought out in well defined detail what 
differences have to be reconciled, not only 
for a final settlement, but for the imme- 
diate handling w the question: On this 
subject I can make no fuller statement 
at present, as the matter has necessarily 
not yet reached the stage of agreement. 


As to the visit as a whole, whilst I 


wish to convey no exaggerated impression, 
i would say that. confidence end mutual 


understanding between. ourselves and. 


the American Government have been 
materially improved by the discussions 
which I have had with the President, for 
whose friendly hospitality and unreserved 
helpfulness throughout all our delibera- 
tions the warmest thanks of this Govern- 
ment are due. (Cheers.) - :

DUTY OF ALLEGIANCE 
REMAINS. 


COLONEL GRETTON - (Conservative, 

Burton), in the House of Commons 
yesterday, asked the Dominions Secretary 
if his attention had been drawn to the 
attitude of the Irish .Free State Govern- 
ment in passing the Constitution (Oath) 
Bill in the Dail on Wednesday, and if he 
was prepared to make a statement as 
to the position of the Government. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas—Yes, sir. I have 
observed the action of the Irish Free State 
Government and Parliament in regard to 
the bill. The position of His Majesty’s 
Government in the United Kingdom is as 
follows :— | 

They have throughout made clear their 
view that the attempt to abolish the 
Parliamentary Oath in the Irish Free 
State is in direct conflict with the obliga- 
tion undertaken by the Irish Free State 
under the Treaty of 1921. This is con- 
firmed by the form of the Irish Free State 
legislation. The Treaty is the funda- 
mental basis of the position of the Irish 
Free State, and, in order to achieve their 
object, the Irish Free State Government 
have been compelled to include in their 
legislation clauses purporting not only to 
abolish the requirements of the Parlia- 
mentary Oath, but also to repeal those 
provisions of the constituent Act and the 
Constitution of the Trish Free State, which 
set out that the Treaty has the force of 
law and over-riding authority in relation 
to the Constitution. : : 

As regards the position which arises on 
the passage of the legislation, His 
Majesty's Government in the United 
Kingdom consider that the passing of the 
bill will not affect the duty of allegiance to 
the King, or amount to an act of secession. 
They are advised that the allegiance of 
the members of the Irish Free State 
Parliament does not depend upon the 
swearing of the Oath, which, by the 
Treaty and the Constitution, they are re- 
quired to take, and, therefore, a failure 
to take the Oath is not, in itself, a re- 
pudiation of allegiance. i 

This does rot alter the fact that, in the 
view of His Majesty's Government in the 
United Kingdom, the removal of the Oath 
is a breach of the Treaty.

meeting of the Cork County Council was 
held to-day for the purpose of considering 
the general estimate of rates “and the 
estimate of rates for separate, charges As 
amended by the Finance Committee. 

The letter from the Ministry, a copy 
of which was sent with the notice summon- 
ing the meeting to each member, was 
dated 28th April. It reminded the 
Council of aids to agricultural ratepayers 
in the shape of halved land annuities, 
the funding of certain instalments of land 
annuities and bounties on produce, and, 
after pointing out that the grants this 
year came to £1,750,000, or only £198,022 
less than the maximum relief given in 
one year only (1931) by the previous 
Government, went on :— | 

“ He (the Minister) cannot acquiesce in 
the inaction of the Council. So far as 
his powers admit, he must see that local 
services are properly maintained ; that the 
sick, the poor, the mentally infirm, and 
the general community should not be 
called upon to suffer avoidable hardship. 

“The Minister has already intimated 
through the public Press that, in the 
event of failure on the part of any 
Council to carry out this duty, he would 
be obliged to institute proceedings by way 
of mandamus to compel them to do so, and 
that the councillors failing to vote for 
the adoption of the rate would be made 
Unless accordingly 
the Council, at a further special meeting 
within one week from the receipt of this 
letter, decide to proceed with the assess- 
ment Áf an adequate rate, the Minister 
will, without. further notice, refer the 
papers to the Chief State Solicitor. A 
1ecord of the action of tha Council, giving 
the names of the councillors concerned, 
should be forwarded immediately the 
meeting has terminated to this Depart- 
ment.’ 


“INTIMIDATION.” 


After a long discussion it was decided 
to adopt the same rates as last year, and 
to request the Minister to make up the 
difference out of the deferred grants and 
other funds. 

In moving the resolution Mr. D. Ly 
O'Gorman said that he resented the 
Minister’s letter, which was intended te 
intimidate, and was unjustifiable. The 
Minister's threat was §  discreditahe, 
coming from a Minister with the entire 
legal machinery of the Free State behind 
him, and the power to crusn anybody 
he wished to crush under existing condi- 
tions. Apart from the gross intimidation, 
the letter made statements which did not 
bear investigation. It was absurd and 
ironical for the Minister to talk about 
the benefits conferred on agriculture when 
they were being actually crushed out of 
existence. Nobody would be less desirous 
than he to see the sick, the poor, or any- 
body else suffer avoidable hardship, but 
neither would he like to see those who 
were maintaining the sick and the poor 
suffer avoidable hardships, and he was 
sorry that the Minister did not seem to 
have that feeiing. 

“ It is tripe, he added, “to talk about 
the benefits conferred on agriculture.’’ 
The Cork County Council never hay 
refused to strike a rate,.and they were 
not refusing now. He proposed that the 
same amount as last year—approximately 
£290,000—should be levied, and that the 
Minister should be requested to make up 
the difference out of the deferred grants 
and funds. 


DEPUTY’'S PROPOSAL. 


Mr. T. T. Healy seconded. 

An amendment proposed by Mr. M, 
Corry, T.D., and seconded by Mr. P. J, 
Bradley, that the Council should go 
through the estimates item by item, was 
defeated by 28 votes to 21. 

Mr. Corry said that he failed to see 
intimidation in the Minister’s endeavour 
_to compel local bodies to provide for 
essential public services. Cork people 
should be able to do their own business 
without seeking a lead from the Dublin 
County Council or any other Council. 
Under the reduced annuities system the 
farmers gained more than by derating, and 
this year they got £550,000 more in agri- 
cultural grant than in 1930. 

Mr. McCarthy—How about the tariffs? 

Mr. Corry—If you want tariffs we will 
give you tariffs. 


“ WORSE THAN REFUSAL.” 


The Chairman ‘Mr. Vi. J. Broderick, 
T.D.) said that the total requirements of 
the county amounted to £678,000, and the 
Finance Committee had fixed the sum to 
be levied off the county at £341,107, as 
compared with £290,779 last year. This 
was before they got notification from the 
Ministry, and in it credit was taken for 
certain sums which would not now be re- 
ceived. This meant that the amount to be 
levied should be increased to £409,000, or 
an increase of more than £100,000 on last 
year’s figure. 

As stated, Mr. Corry’s-amendment was 
lost. “ 

Mr. Corry then moved a second amend- 
ment, which Mr. Bradley seconded, that 
the full rate should be struck.

AGRICULTURAL 
PRODUCTS. 


A NEW NORTHERN 
MARKETING. BILL. 


The text of the Agricultural Marketing Bill, 
which was read a first time in the Northern 
Ireland Parliament, was issued yesterday. 

The bill enables schemes to be made by the 
Ministry of Agriculture for regulating the 
marketing of agricultural pte, and to 
confer powers on boar administering 
such schemes, and also regulating the removal 
from Northern Ireland of. agricultural . pro- 
duce. 

The Ministry, when framing these schemes, 
are to take into consultation representatives 
of the producers of the agricultural products 
and any other interests which may be affected 
by the scheme. Every scheme ts by 
the Ministry would be laid before Parliament. 

The regulated product boards will be em- 
powered to sell or Jet for hire to registered 
producers anything required for the. produc- 
tion or sale of regulated products. Boards 
will have the power of co-operating with 
Marketing Boards in Great Britain,
